where in the stirring days of 1318 
a resolution censuring Senator La 
Kollette for his war record 
was- 


adopted, the state 
senate 
today 


adopted a resolution by 
Senator 


Henry A. Huber denouncing the pe- 
tition filed in the state historical 
library by the members of the uni- 
versity faculty. 


The vote on the Hukrr resolution 


was 17 to 12. 


The Huber resolution adopted to- 


day was a 
modified form of the 


original Huber resolution providing 
for a public bonfire and public de- 
monstration. 
At the 
request of 


Senator La Follette these features 
were eliminated and the substitute 
resolution declares that the action 
taken by the university 
facu'lty 


was "unworthy of men employed in 
Wisconsin's greatest educational in- 
stitution." 


A masterful argument in favor of 


his bill was made by Senator Hu- 
ber. 
Showing great 
emotion 
at 


times, Senator Huber held the close 
attention of those present in 
the 


senate chamber. 


The opposition to the resolution 


was led by Senator George B. Skog- 
mo. 
Senator Skogmo maintained 


that this was no time for the sen- 
ate to consider such a resolution, 
and he denied the 
contention of 


Senator Huber that the faculty had 
impugned motives of 
treason to 


Senator La Follette. Senator Skrig- 
mo a-lso contended that the words 
and iitterances of Senator La Fol- 
lette had given comfort to the Ger- 
mans during the war, and he also 
said that the 
senator's 
speeches 
were given circulation back of the 
German lines. 


The resolution now goes to the 


assembly where adoption is expect- 
ed without serious opposition. When 
that is done, 
the legislature will 


have condemned the university pro- 
fessors who signed the petition on 
file in the state historical library.

My dear Senator: 


It has come to my attention thrg.ngh the press 


that you have introduced a ".resolution in the Wiscon- 
sin State Senate which directs the Curator of the 
Historical Library to transmit to the Superinten- 
dent of Public Property for destruction a certain 
resolution signed by members of the University of 
Wisconsin faculty censuring- me for my attitude 
during the recent war. 


I deeply appreciate the spirit which prompted you 


to introduce this resolution and the desire on your 
part to rectify in ao far as possible what has seemed 
to you to be an unfair and libelous attack upon me. 


The signing' and promulgation of that resolution 


by memibers of' the faculty of the university of 
which I am an alumnus was a source of deep re- 
gret and disappointment. Many of them had been 
life-long friends and associate.;. Before the experi- 
ence of the war, I would not have believed that 
they could bring themselves to impugn my loyalty 
and devotion to the best interests o'f this country. 
However, the support and steadfastness of you and 
many others gave me great compensation which w;is 


a source of strength to me in doing my duty to my 
state and my country, as it was given to me to see 
it. 


Time is the great sifter and winnower of truth 


The formul destruction of that document cannot 
change the fact of its existence. 
I stated 'many 


times from the public platform in Wisconsin dur- 
ing the recent campaigns that I would not exchange 
my record on the war with any man in the United 
States Senate. History alone can judge impartially. 
So far as I am personally concerned, I am well con- 
tent that this document shall remain as a physical 
evidence of the hysteria attendant upon the war. 


It seems to me that our energies should be de- 


voted toward bringing our institution's back to the 
principles upon which they were founded, ajid which 
are the true source of our greatness. 


This applies with special significance to the "uni- 


versity, and we can perform no greater service 
toward ail our institutions than to See to it that 
the great University of Wisconsin ever continues 
that winnowing and sifting by which alone the 
truth can be found is made a reality and not a 
fiction.

The Hotel Bill 


W 


HEN Wisconsin, in 1911, enacted 
its first law limiting the hours of 


labor of women employes, the hotel 
keepers association persuaded the legis- 
lature to exempt hotels. At every ses- 
eion since, a bill has been introduced to 
repeal this exemption. This bill has sev- 
eral times passed one house but has al- 
ways been defeated in the other, thanks 
to the hotel lobby. 


This year the hotel bill has again been 


introduced as .bffl'No. 26JA by Mr. Kil- 
lian. This bill has been reported for 
passage unanimously, but the hotel lob- 
by is not yet beaten. 


While the hotel keepers association is 


dominated by the large hotels- of the 
cities, it hides behind the small country 
hotels and tries to make out that these 
hotels would be unable to serve their 
guests if tl^ Killian bill should pass. In 
this manner,' the hotel lobby expects to 
iool the farmer members of the assem- 
bly, and to once more defeat all the so- 
cial welfare and women's organizations, 
which are solidly supporting the Killian 
•bill.' 


This pretended solicitude for the small 


country hotels should not fool any pro- 
gressive. The small country hotels have 
no more to fear from this bill than the 
country stores and the small town res- 
taurants which have been operating un- 
der this law ever since 1911. All that 
the Killian bill provides is that hotels 
should not work their women employes 
for a longer number of hours than are 
consistent with their health and welfare. 
Without special permission from the m- 
dustrial commission, women are not to 
be employed at day work for more than 
len hours in any day nor for more than 
fifty-five hours in any week, nor at night 
work for more than eight hours in .any 
day nor more than forty-eight hours in 
any week. But when any particular ho- 
tel or class of hotels can show that these 
limitations are unjust as to them, the 
industrial commission may modify the 
general requirements to meet their par- 
ticular needs, providing the health of 
.the women workers would not be sacri- 
ficed by the modification.

AB from being a measure against the 


interests of the farmers, this is a 


bill which is of a peculiar benefit to them. 
Conditions in the large city hotels un- 
fortunately are such that city girls will 
not enter hotel employment. The great 
majority of the hotel employes in Wis- 
consin are country girls, who go into this 
line of work in ignorance of the bad con- 
ditions which prevail, and the Killian bill 
»iims to protect these farmers' daugh- 
ters. Tho hotel lobby also tries to cloud 
the issue by insisting that hotel work 
is essentially domestic service. But the 
hotel industry is the fifth in capital in- 
vestment among a-11 industries in the 
United States. The; present day hotel 


• also is far different from a home in the 
degree of care given to its women em- 
ployes. Hotels are business institutions 
and properly cannot be classed with 
homes. There is no good reason why 
their women employes should not have 
the same protection which is enjoyed by 
women \vho work in any other business 
institution. Not even the hotel lobby can 
give a plausible reason why hotels should 
be exempt from the women's hours of 
labor law when restaurants have long 
been subject to this law. No less than 
twenty-two states, other than Wiscon- 


.. fin, and the District of Columbia, now 


limit the hours of labor of women em- 
ployes iji hotels; many of them, much 
more strictly than the Killian bill pro- 
poses.

HE Killian bill is one of the meas- 


ures for which progressive members 


of the Wisconsin legislature have fought 
for more than ten years. 
Only a few 


months ago, Senator La Follette said 
that he'would come back to Madison to 
epeak for this measure if his aid should 
prove necessary to put it over. It is a 
:bill which presents no other issue than 
whether selfish special interests shall 
prevail over the general good. ' 


Surely the hotel lobby does no^ dom- 


inate the present progressive legislature. 


[To The Editor]—It is 
queer 
how 
some 


men's minds, work. 
Colonel Seaman's for in- 


stance. When he hears the -words immorality 
or iniquity from Lieut. Gov. Comings he im- 
mediately' thinks some form of .venereal dis- 
ease must he in the speaker's mind. 


But surely there may be iniquity and im- 


morality in training camps which no army sur- 
geon can detect by physical, chemical or mi- 
croscopic examination. 


For instance, at Camp Sevier there are rules 


published in a little book entitled "Hand to 
Hand Fighting," written by A. E. Marriott, 
who is the camp physical director. Here is a 
short extract from, it: 


1. "Eyes—Never miss an opportunity to de- 


stroy the eyes of the enemy. In all head holds 
use the fingers on the eyes. They are the most 
delicate points in the body and easy to reach. 
They can easily be removed with the fingers. 


2. "Groin—The enemy can 'easily be dis- 


abled hy a well-directed kick in the groin. 
Never miss an opportunity to use the knee rtr 
the foot. 


3. "Neck—It is easy to strangle a man 


•with any of the neck holds. The chief weapon 
of attack is the foot. Don't kick, but jump on 
tho neck with the full weight of tho body. 


4. "Ninth rib—The ninth rib as a point of 


attack is easy to reach when the enemy 
is 


thrown upon his back, stamp upon the ribs." 


(Here follows something unquotable, » * * 


they will crumble linder the weight. 


Note.—The natural tendency is to kick the 


fallen enemy. This is- not quite so effective as 
the stamp on him, using the body weight." 


Now some persons may think that instruc- 


tions like these have a tendency to make men 
brutal, cruel, revengeful, ruthless, and hence 
immoral and iniquitous. Others may think that 
this sort of training is 
a healthful exercise, 


invigorating and beneficial to red Wooded 100 
percent American boys. They may think the 
same about bayonet practice, and learning the 
most improved method of ripping a boy's bow- 
els out with cold steel. 


It all depends upon whether the person is 


friendly or unfriendly toward militarism. Six- 
ty-six of oixr assemblymen took one point of 
view and 11 of our assemblymen took 
the 


other point of view. 


Probably the 11 who took the other view 


believe that if it is possible that any moral 
deterioration results from the sort of training 
described, it may be easily counteracted by 
calling the boys into the Y. M. C. A. tent and 
having the Rev. ilr. Dorward or the Rex-. Mr. 
Stearns read from .the sermon on the mount: 


"Ye hath heard that it hath been said, thou 


shalt love thy neighbor and hate thine enemy; 
But I say unto you, love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which despitefully use 
and persecute you." 


Now the two views o£ war, militarism and 


military training which I have described can- 
not be harmonized. 


ilachiavelli was an advocate of war but he 


said: "He who makes war his profession can- 
not be otherwise than vicious. 
War makes 


thieves, and peace brings them to the gal- 
lows."

barians."

army of cripples, an army of mourners, and an 
army of thieves." '

\Vhit docs the Institute really propose to 


do? DooS it intend to wipe out ail the crti- 
tk-ially created barriers to justice, or is it go- 
ins to bring about just enough or" a reform 
to "ake the edge off the popu'ur outcry against 
our judicial system? 


That question cannot be answered until the 


Institute gets to work, but the Washington 
conference which created it dealt softly, with 
evils of procedure, and heavily with less ser- 
ious evils. Much was said about the conflict of 
law?, much about the obscure wording- of laws, 
much about, the conflict of court decisions- 
little about the need for going directly to the 
heart of legal disputes in the simplest, short- 
est, cheapest way, with decisions based on the 
right or wrong ol" the case in court. 


The chief work 
of the Institute, it is sug- 


gested, will be to restate the lav/ more simply, 
agreed on precedents which shall be u.-:«l as a 
guide for judges and define legal terms pre- 
cisely. 


The United States is now 100 years behind 


England in our system of justice. If the In- 
stitute is successful in the 
aims 
set 
forth 


above, we shall not be more than 75 years be- 
hind. 


Will the American Law Institute advocate 


the "originating summons?" That is a fair 
lest of its purposes. If it wants a genuine lo- 
jrnl reform in America, to bring this country 
up to the standard achieved in England, the 
"originating summon?" murt be the 
central 


feature of it. Under this system, there would 
be no lawyers lighting Mich other on technical 
grounds, no cases thrown out of court or re- 
versed because of errors in procedure madr ;ny 
lawyers. The court itself would summon the 
parties or their lawyers, and the court would 
frame the 
issues, 
simply, directly, in 
plain 


English. It would be, the duty of the court to 
see that the legal rights of all parties were 
protected. 
The judge would lend the litigants 


through the court, instead of acting as umpire, 
in a contest of skill between lawyers. 


The sponsors of tho American Law Institute^ 


so far, have not suggested anything remotely 
resembling 
the "onsrinatinp 
summons," al- 


though they know that it is the tried and test- 
ed cure .for most of the evils they admit to 
exist in our legal system. 
The arguments 


against it arc that it would reduce legal busi- 
ness, reduce fees, and diminish the advantage 
'now'possessed by gnod lawyers with bad cases. 


The question of the "originatinn summons" 


should be put directly before the American 
Law Institute, in order th.it the country may 
know whether it is a g-r-nmne reform body or a 
smoke screen. Is it willing to wipe out useless 
procedure, wiping- out a good 
share of 
tho 


country's legal business at the same time, or 
does it merit what the Journal'of the. Ameri- 
can Judiciary Society said editorially in June, 
1920: • "At the -bottom of all delay is the fact 
that most lawyers look upon reform as in- 
volving a sacrifice."'
